While Damkjaer shows a modular conveyor chain made up of a series of successive 
modules that have projections on the bottom thereof cooperate with a guide bend that could 
broadly be interpreted as having two grooves with a central projection located therebetween, the 
central projection of the guide bend only engages one of the projections on the conveyor chain so 
that the projections on the conveyor chain do not have sliding faces, faces that slide on the 
central projection, that face each other as required by the independent claims.
